Two feeding methods are em¬ 
ployed at the Station, one the 
mash an 1 scratch and the other 
the all mash system. The first 
mentioned is that most com¬ 
monly used and has a number 
of advantages, but the all 
mash sstem tequires less labor 
and attention in feeding as all 
the feed strictly self-fed. We 
have found that when the birds 
first become accustomed to this 
system of feeding it appears to 
be as satisfactory as others. 
Some feeders have found diffi¬ 
culty in keeping their birds in 
satisfactory body condition 
when scratch is not fed, but 
this may be partly due to the 
rat/on not being properly bal¬ 
anced.
